PEiROT.i:ij.M FOK FcnsL, — The Titus- 
vilio, (Penn.)"Herald" says: With the 
present low prices the question of 
omploying jiotroleum as fuel is again 
agitated. The latest intelligenco 
upon tliG subject comes from Canada, 
wiiero a iniin nainod Eolighino has 
been trying an experiment on a loco- 
motive belonging to the Canada South- 
ernR.E. with an average consumption 
of four gallons per mile. The engine 
steamed quite freely and made good 
time witli a train of 30 cars. This 
v.'ould be about a barrel for every 10 
miles. Tho moat siinplo contrirance for 
burniiip; petroloum ia either by means of 
a jet of Btoam or compressed air passed 
at right angles over the orifloe of a pipe 
ia Buch a manner that the oil will be 
suoked and thrown into the Jfurnaco in 
tho form of a fine spray, where, if pro- 
perly adjusted, it will undergo porfoot 
combustion. The cost of the apparatus 
is trifling. The whole point, it seems to 
us, turns upon ohoaiuieis, and as the mar- 
ket might go up rapidly with any mark- 
ed increase of demand, there seems to bo 
an indisposition to try the experiment. 
There can bo little doubt tlmt oil will bo 
found iu many parts of tlio country 
whero at jjreseut it is not thought of, in 
which ease a new and unlimited market 
for its utilization as fuel would naturally 
follow.

Hoine .Opinion on Canadian

The London Standard has been giving 
one more illustration of Homo ignorance 
on Colonial afTairs. In a loading article 
which brought the father of "Ginx's Ba- 
by" to his feet and \rrung from Di^sraeli 
tho retort that ho had something else to 
do besides keeping publicists from mak- 
ing fo.ols of thomselvos, that journal 
said: — 

"We regret to find that the doubts 
which we felt it our duty to express some 
weeks ngo respecting the loyalty of the 
Canadian Governmunt to tuu project of a 
trans-continental British American _ rail 
-way-^a 'Project which was tho basis of 
the scheme of Oanadion Confederation, 
tlio special price given for the odhosionof 
British Columbia, luid on the faith of 
which the Imperial Parliament was in- 
duced to guarantee a new Canadian loan 
— have been more than justified by the ac- 
tion reocutly taken by tho Brown-Mac- 
kenzie Administration. 

Of course this was "nuts" to tho Cana- 
dian Opposition, and was acoordingly 
eagerly seized upon by the Press. Tlie 
Pacific Kail way was not "the basis of the 
scheme of Canadian Confederation," nei- 
ther was it on tho faith of it that tho Im- 
perial guarantee for a Canadian loan was 
obtained. The Standard gives still fur^ 
thor proof of unfauiiliarity with the sub- 
ject, when it talks about the Cartwright 
loan bearing the Imperiol guarantee, Mr. 
Qoorgo Brown being a member of the 
Dominion Cabinet and tho like. The 
Hour, a London Conservative journal 
ovidenlly better informed, comuiouting 
on tho late session of tho Dominion Par- 
liament, says; — 

"Its course has boon favorable to the 
Governmontnow iu office, who haveseour- 
od a lirnier hold on tho confldonco of the 
people, and are therefore more firmly 
seated in jjower than ever. Mr. Macken- 
zie has realized tho hopes of his admirers 
by the labourous zeal with which ho has 
devoted himself to the public service; in- 
deed, tho only complaint against iiim has 
been ihut ho tries to do too much himself. 
He has not yet learned the art of making 
use of his colleagues so as to save him- 
self, and in conse(iuonoo he had to bear 
the brunt of the work of tho soasiou with 
little assistance. Experience will no 
doubt teach him to find his i nBtrumonta,and 
by training qualitied subordinates and 
taking advantage of tho abilities of his 
oolloaguos ho will learn to husband his 
resources. 

It has been attempted, nevertheless, to 
projudioo the public opinion of England 
against the members of the Canadian Gov- 
ernment by accusations directly afifocting 
their character and honour as statesmen. 
Happily, there is not only no reason for 
believing these libels upon the honour of 
Canadian statesmen , but they can bo shown 
to be groundless, tho invontion of politi- 
cal opponents disappointed at the success 
of their tItsIs, or the hasty and inconsid- 
erate oonoltiBibns of writers who accept a 
brief f or special party, and will there- 
fore see nothing but evil in its antagon- 
ists. 

Because Sir John Tilacdonald's imprac- 
ticable policy has loft to liis successors a 
heritage of diflicultios which they are 
brayely striving to overcome, ibis worse 
than ausn'rd to charge the latter with a 
secret purpose of iioslility against the Pa- 
cific Railway. It is no doubt true that 
until tho whole lino has been constructed 
the Pooific Railway will only bo a sum- 
mer route, and thai iu tho winter time 
the North-west must bo reached by Pem- 
bina. But if tho surveys are being push- 
ed on, as is admitted, and if efforts are 
being made to begin at once the construc- 
tion of the sections which tbcro is any 
chsuoo of comploliug within a reasonable 
time, what more can be done? Every- 
thing cannot bo accomplished nt once; 
and there are many reasons for behoving 
that tl:e delay in constructing tlie section 
from Nipissing to Nipigon is preferable 
to tho delay of tho others. Tiiore is no 
excuse in such circumstances for charg- 
ing the Government with iiidill'erence to 
the Pacilio Railway which is to open up 
the great regions of tho Northwest, far 
less with being apathetic in regard to the 
future prosperity of tho Confedoration." 

Tho Globe's London correspondent, re- 
ferring to the same article, says:— 

"Tlio article abusive of the Canadian 
Government which appeared iu tho ^i'/(in- 
dard of last Thursday was inspired, and 
it is said written, by the Hon. Wm. Mo- 
Dougall, who on every occasion since the 
advont of the new Government in Canada 
has aided the friends of tho defunot John 
A. Government, when opportunity offer- 
ed to tlirow obloquy on tho actions of tho 
^Mackenzie Administration. Of tho fact 
that the artielo was inspired by Mr. Mc- 
Dougall there can 1)0 no doubt, as your 
correspondent is advised on tho highest 
authority."

Tko Ciuadian Pacific Telegraph. 

Following is tho information fur- 
uiahed for tho guidanco of parties ten- 
dering for tho transcontiuentiil tele- 
graph lino, proposals for which must 
bo in,«tpMttS?r^' , 

1. It is intended that the telegraph 
slinll be built along tho lino to be 
adopted tiy tho Government for the 
railway ncros.s tho continent. 

2. The general cliaracter of the 
country to bo traversed by tlio railway 
i.s described in tho report rejntiug to 
tho exploratory surveys recently pub- 
li.shod. 

3. Tho several routes now under 
oonsideration and survey are also ro- 
forrod to in tlie above report. 

4. "When the route is adoi)ted by 
the Government on any particular sec- 
tion, the line to bo followed by telo- 
grax^h will be defined on tho ground 
by tho Government officers. 

5. Through forest the timber must 
bo cut down and completely burued, 
cloared to a width of two chains, 132 
feet, to prevent injury to the telegraph 
from falling trees or fire. At the op- 
tion of the contractor valuable timber 
may bo cut iu len^ths.hewn, piled and 
reserved at his rislc. 

(3. Along thejclcared ground a pack 
trail, orroudis to bo made for the pur- 
jioso of carrying material for construc- 
ting the telegraph and effecting re- 
pair. 

7. Through forest the polos should 
bo of moderately largo dimensions, and 
of tho best available timber to be had 
in each locality. 

8. In prairie sections, when suit- 
able timber for permanent poles can- 
not bo obtained until the railway be 
constructed, and the means of convey- 
ing them from a di.staiice thu.s jMovi- 
dod, thojpoles may ^bejof an average 

ht description, nnd of such timber 
as can most couvonieutly be-^n-o- 
curcd. 

9. In forest sections the poles may 
bo erected 13'2 feet apart, and tho wire 
to bo used may be that known as num- 
ber 11. 

10. In prairie sections the poles 
may bo erected 176 feet apart, and the 
wire to be used may be that known as 
No. 9. 

11. Each tender will specify the 
kind of insulator, as well as all other 
apparatus and materials proposed to be 
used. 

12. Parties tendering may stipulate 
for maintaining nnd operating tlie line 
for five 3'ears or a longer period. 

13. On account of tho difficulties 
in the way of transporting building 
material, it is not expected Hint the 
tolograpli will, in the fir.st plaeo, be .«o 
lionuaneiitly constructed as could be 
desired. The main object, however, 
is to provide a jiioneor line tlirougliout 
tho whole extent of the country, to as- 
sist in tho building of the raihvay, and 
in tho settlement of the countiy. On 
the completion of the railway through 
any section the telegraph may then be 
reconstructed under new arrange- 
ments. 

I'l. In the advertisement the sec- 
tions are placed in the order in which 
parties tendering may propose to fi- 
nish the erection of flie telegraph, and 
they are at liberty to make a distinct 
])roposal for each separate section, or 
for the whole lino. 

15, Tho wliolo of tho sectiou be- 
tween Lake Nipissing and Fort Garry 
is wooded, with the exception of about 
thirty miles of prairie east of the Red 
lliver. 

IG. Between Fort Garry and Fort 
Pelly the country is partly wooded and 
[jar'tiy prairie. The exact proportions 
are not yet known. 

17. iBetweenPort Pelly and- Ed- 
monton the country is prairie. 

IS. Between Fort Edmonton and 
the telegraph system in British Colum- 
bia tho country is generally wooded, 
although some mixed prairie and wood 
land is met west of Port Edmonton, as 
well as unwooded bunch grass land in 
portions of the central plateau of Bri- 
tish Columbia.
